The extremely high volume of 
dust raised by present foundary 
techniques, has often reduced 
visability inside to a dangerous 
level, The continuous breathing 
of the dust without dust mask 
protection is a definite health 
hazard. It is a dangerous place 
to work. The Beloit Corporation 
has spent over $500 thousand 
for exhaust and preheating 
equipment attempting to reduce 
the dust level. The attempt 
has met only partial success. 
An enclosure around the shake- 
out equipment is under cons- 
truction and is expected to re- 
duce the dust to permissable 
levels.

The ma- 
trons treated me and the other 
women in the jail like some lower 
species of animal. 

We were awaken around 6:15AM 
and told to come out into alarger 
cell area where there were two

to be amputated as it was dead, 
put she wasn’t given any sort of 
medical attention.

The January Congressional 
probe on the PILL concluded 
that side effects of PILL usage 
include blood-clotting, possible 
cancer, heart disease, diabetes, 
infertility, and genetic damage. 
All this was data collected from 
research on Enovid, the first 
version of the PILL to be put on 
the market. ` 

The. side effects which were 
named in Congress are attributed 
to the hormone estrogen, which 
is in the Pill in articifical form, 
(i.e., chemically made instead 
of by glands.). The dosage in 
Enovid, the original pill, was 
100 times the amount of estrogen 
in the pillls presently onthe mar- 
ket. Enovid was released ten 
years ago and is no longer being 
used. 

But because all the research 
presented in Congress was done 
on Enovid,. and the dosage of 
Enovid is 100 times the dosage 
of today’s pills, the side-effects 
listed probably don’t apply to 
users of the regular Pill. Nobodys 
sure of the effects of the newer 
pills, since they haven’t been 
around long enough for research 
to be finished. 

But don’t be uptight about the 
Congressional probe, because it 
wasn’t about the pills on the 


market today.

My cell block in Winnebago 
had no mattresses.

Unemployment officials from 
both Beloit and Rockford say 
‘that unemployment in their areas 
is rising, and the outlook for 
work is getting worse. 


The Nixon Administration 
claims that 3.9% of the nation’s 
work force is unemployed but 
in actuality no one is sure of the 
number of unemployed because 
the method used for measuring 
it does not tell the whole story. 


Unemployment is figured from 
the number of people who file 
for unemployment benifits. This 
is inaccurate because there are 
people who are not eligable for 
benifits, and a number of people 
who don’t sign up for various 
reasons: too much hassle, takes 
so much time, the unemployment 
office is a drag because they 
ask embarrasing questions. 

People who have worked all 
their lives are proud of their 
accomplishment and look at un- 
employment as a bad thing; they 
don’t want something for nothing. 

Highest unemployment is a- 
moung youths, who are often 
ineligable for compensation be- 
cause they haven’t been able to 
hold work for the required six 
months in protected industries. 

People who work in non-pro- 
tected areas such as small em- 
ployers, city and state govern- 
ments and hospitals are also 
ineligable for claims and must 
be figured into the unemployment 
rate in speculative numbers. 


The local employment office 
turns claims figures over to the 
state, who then figure that for 
so many claims, X people made 
no claims, and X people were 
not eligable to claim, and then 
they add those figures up and send 
them to Washington, where they 
compile all the states’ figures 
and come up with 3.9%.

NEW YORK (LNS) - The three 
month-old strike of 147,000 
General Electric workers has 
been settled. 

J. Curtis Counts, the Federal 
mediator in the strike, called it 
“a triumph for voluntary collec- 
tive bargaining.®? Albert J. 
president of the 
United Electrical Workers Union 
called it “the first negotiated 
Settlement with GE in 20 years.” 
And the Wall Street Journal said, 


~ ——— “The agreement contains enough 


concessions for both sides to 


claim victory.” 


Industrial War 


But in industrial war, asinany 
war, both sides can’t claim vic- 
tory. And not all the strikers 
thought they had won. InSyracuse, 
Schenectady, and Johnson City, 
New York, and in Ontario and 
Oakland, California, the union 
members voted against the set- 
tlement. 

The unions won a number of im- 
portant points: the right to keep 
the national union, a three-year 
contract commitment in cents 
rather than percentage from the

Speed-ups, harassment by 
foremen, and the degradation of ` 
factory work weren’t changed by 
this settlement. But it is condi- 
tions like these that the union 
members must face when they go

The strike itself was far more 
significant than the settlement. It 
was the first nation-wide strike 
against General Electric since 
1946. At that time the UE was 


` attacked for being Communist and 


the IUE was formed to split it. 


~ This is the first time the two 


unions have united to strike. 

More importantly, this GE 
strike is the largest and longest 
strike ever against a major 
American defense contractor in 
wartime. GE remains the second 
largest defense contractor in the 
country. 

By comparison, the settlement 


is anti-climactic. 


Collective bargaining recog- 
nizes the “fairness” of the com- 
_pany’s interests; it supports the 
company’s right to make a $350 
million profit each year. Before 
1935, when there was no collec- 
tive bargaining, workers were in 
even worse shape -- their inter- 
ests were not recognized at all. - 
But present-day collective bar- 
gaining doesn’t eliminate the need

FLOWERS TWELVE INDICTED 


San Francisco (LNS)-- The peo- 

ple of People’s Park received 
token retribution today. 

Twelve sheriff’s deputies involv- 
ed inthe struggle of last May were 
indicted by aSan Francisco Grand 
Jury on charges of conspiring to 
mistreat prisoners (many of the 
423 arrested were brutally beaten) 
shooting persons with shotguns, 
and beating persons who were 
arrested. 

Deputies Johnson and Riche 
were indicted nc: for murder or 
manslaughter, but for depriving 
James Rector and Allan Blanc- 
hard of their constitutional rights 
by “imposing summary punish- 
ment upon them.” 

James Rector was murdered 


serving the struggle from a roof- 
top. Allan Blanchard, an artist, 
was permanently blinded. Unable 
to argue with Rector’s autopsy 
report, the Alameda County Sher- 
iff’s Department was forced to 
withdraw its claim to use of 
birdshot and rock salt, and ad- 
mitted that the use of buckshot 
was authorized and endorsed. 
Alameda County Sheriff, Frank 
Madigan, was shook: “ʻI think 
this is one of the sickest oper- 
ations of government I have ever 
seen. We have tried to defend 
the government, and we have tried 
to get the Federal Government 
to assist us and we never got 
cooperation.

We believe that the major 
reasons for the local Party’s dis- 
intergration were incompetant and 
opportunistic ‘eadership coupled 
with severe repression (outlined 
below), While it is true that some 
of the membership were also

‘Unfortunately, the Milwaukee lead- 
ership did nothing to keen the Na- 
tional or Chicago offices informed 
about such repression, Virtually 
every male Panther was arrested 
at least once, and many were 
badly beaten.

There is no chapter in Mil- 
waukee now, and rightly so. The 
ex-chapter had little effect because 
the people in the community saw 

. through the leadership. Yet the 
potential still exists in Milwaukee, 
for there are some solid people 
who continue to fight capitalism, 
imperialism and the rise of fas- 
cism despite the repression. These 
people should not be forgotten. 
The Wisconsin Committee to Com- 
bat Fascism still exists--with sev- 
eral ex-Panthers on it--and is 
rallying much support around the 
‘Milwaukee 3’? and the murder of 
Fred Hampton. The struggle con-

A pale and upset Beloit College 
student, Steve Blumenthal, told 
the following story to the 
PEOPLE’S DREADNAUGHT the 
evening of December 9, 1969: 

“At 11:30 this morning, I gota 
call from Detective Bill Watson. 
He said that the police would like 
to question me, and they would 
pick me up in five minutes, Hav- 
ing been up all night for two 
nights studying for finals, my 
mind wasn’t too sharp. I asked 
him if I could see him later. He 
said, “No, we want to see you 
now.’ Itold him Pd get my clothes 
on (I had been in bed when he 
called) and he told me he’d be by 
in agreenRambler. The car came 
to my dorm. They wouldn’t tell me 
anything so I presumed they were 
arresting me, until I got to the 
station. 

“Once in the station, I was 
questioned in connection with the 
dorm burning last winter. Cop 
sitting on each side of me. The 
room was brightly lit. At first, 
they asked questions casually, 
then they started pushing, asking 
me if I were connected with any 
radical organizations, saying ‘We 
know you aren’t clean on drugs’, 
and that they had girl informers. 
they said, ‘Do you mind if we take 
a picture of you with long hair?? 
The question was put in the con- 
text that if [let them take a photo- 
graph of me that it would clear 
me. At first I said o.k. 

Then Istarted refusing. They 
said, ‘If you refuse to be photo- 


graphed and fingerprinted well — 


have to arrest you and book you. 
Then I said, ‘O Ka if you’re going 
to do that anyway.? ~ 

“Tt was abuild-upto intimidate 
me so they could fingerprint me. 
They told me they’d book me for 
suspicion of arson if I didn’t co- 
operate, I asked them if they had 
a basis for arresting me, and they 
said yes, a security guard and an 
informer. 

The fire was twoterms 
ago. I lookback---I think that was 
bullshit to scare me. 

“I didn’t know my rights. They 
really mess you over. They are 
supposed to tell you your rights, 
but they didn’t tell me. I’m taking 
that ‘pocket lawyer? and memo- 
rizing it,” 

Know your rights. 

Police should be servants of the 
people, not protectors of pro- 
perty. Know your rights, and de- 
mand that they be respected. 


Fort Hood, Texas,- Richard 
Chase was assigned to HHC, 
/é6th Armored 2nd A.D, when 
he came to Fort Hood in Jan. 
1969, At that time he informed 
his First Sargeant and Command 
ing Officer that he would not take 
part in riot control training. Sub- 
sequently, he was granted unof- 
ficial Consientious Objector Sta- 
tus. 

Around June of 1969, Chase be- 
came involved in the GI move- 
ment against the war in Vietnam 
and for the rights of the enlisted 
men. He also wrote for the Fat- 
igue Press, the Fort Hood under- 
ground paper of EM. 

On Sept. 1l, he was called into 
the orderly room and given a 
direct order to participate in riot 
control training as a “‘dissent,” 
(i.e. a mock rioter). He refused 
the order and was told he would 

`: be up for a General Court Mar- 
tial. 

On Dec. 20, the Court Martial 
on Pvt. Richard Chase ended with 
Chase being convicted and sent-

Fred Hampton was murdered 
in his sleep last night. He was 
the 38th member of the Black 
Panther Party to be killed by

When Black people de- 
mand that police be withdrawn 
from their community, when stu- 
dents demand that the educational 
system be changed, when workers 
demand enough pay to live and 
the right to their own organiz-

The legality of post-trial and 
more-than-six-month sentences 
is being questioned by lawyers. 

Marshalls hauled Dellinger’s

when Hoffman’s edict was an- 
nounced. Saturday February 14, 
Valentine’s Day, screams and 
sobs filled the courtroom; the 
Judge was stone faced.

(In Chicago, Law and Order 
again crushes the theatre of life, 
as did the Federal troops and 
punk police during the week of 


Bobby Seale were denied by Lt. 
Col. Hagen. 

Other things that point out that 
a General Court-Martial is a 
Kangaroo Court and the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice is a 
mockery of justice is that in 
a General Court-Martial a 2/3 
majority is all that is necessary 
to convict. If 1/3 of the Board 


thinks a GI is innocent, that 


should be enough “reasonable 
doubt”? for at least a re-trial. 
The defense attorneys also ar- 
gued that the Constitution calls 
for a jury of one’s peers but 
lifers consider GIs their peers 
only when they are trying them 
in a Court-Martial, all other 
times the NCOs and officers are 
considered to be superior to the 
EMs. The attorneys also exposed 
the Court-Martial and Stockade 
system for what it is, a jail 
whose main purpose is to intim- 


idate the GIs into being a “‘good 


soldier’’. 

During the Court-Martial, the 
courtroom was always packed 
with GIs and civilians who sup- 
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the Democratic Convention in 
August, 1968. 

As before, blood squeezed out 
by Order Forces will feed the 
imagination and life force of 
millions of witnesses. The whole 
world is watching. - ed.)

base were aware of the case 
and stood behind Chase.

=“<Tesistance Center. There they 


can advize you on many of the 
ways to secure a deferment; they 
have all the laws, rules, and 
regulations that protect you, and 
you should know them. The 
Army won’t tell you them. They 
also have a listof psychiatrists 
that are sympathetic tothe cause 
If you can make it to a shrink, 
then the rest is easy. It?s really 
not too hard to convince anyone 
that you are not sane; we are 
a nation of insane homosexual 
drug addicts. 

Another step is the drug ad- 
dict. Very few people inthe Army 
have had any real experience 
with LSD so if you tell them 
you have been a habitual Acid 
Freak for two or three years, 
there is no way they could tell 
for sure. Tell them that youhave 
constant flash-backs and a very 
thin grasp on reality. You could 
say that you are a hard core 
reefer user, and a speed freak 
of the highest degree. They all 
know about herion and it surely 
does not hurt to tell them that 
you use herion along with the

After I arrived at the Fort, 
I acted spaced out. I confused 
the orders they gave me, but I 
was careful not to piss themoff.

The Chicago 
Area Draft Resisters (CADRE) 
report an important increase in 
another less known form of re- 
sistance -- simply not reporting 
for induction.

1968 - 1969. This is up from 
659 in 1966-67, and means that 
on the average, more than 10

The revolution satisfies deep 
human needs denied by Amerikan 
society. That’s why it’s so dang- 
erous. The biggest social prob- 
lem in the country today is lone- 
liness. 

“WHAT ARE YOU DOING TO- 
NIGHT?” 

«I DON’HKNOW, MARTY, 
WHAT ARE YOU DOING TO- 
NIGHT?” 

Loneliness is not an individ- 
ual problem--it’s the collective 
problem of millions of Amer- 
ikans, growing out of the alien- 
ating environment we live in. We 
work in one part of town with 
pedple who are not our friends, 
and we sleep in another part of 
town and don’t know our neigh- 
bors.,We waste much of our life 
dying in mobile concentration 
camps called freeways or comm: 
uter trains. 

Where in the city can we go 
to make friends? Where can we 
leap out of our individual pri- 
sons and enjoy each other? The 
city is full of walls, locked doors, 
signs saying 

DON’T 
If someone you don’t know says 
hello, you get uptight: ‘“‘What’s 
he want??? It?s taboo to talk to 
strangers. Everybody’s hustling. 
The streets are paved with ter- 
ror, the city a prison for the 
soul. 
The car, a box, transports 
lonely people from the box where 
they sleep to the box where they 
work, and then back to the box 
where they sleep. Amerikans re- 
late to each other as drivers of 
other cars; the only good driver 
is the one who takes another 
road. People killed on freeways 
are casualties of a war every 
bit as fucked up as Vietnam. 

The streets are for Business, 
not People. You can’t sit in a 
restaurant without buying food; 
you can’t read magazines in a 
store -- you gotta buy, buy, buy, 
---move on, move on. What if 


' yowre in the middle of the city 


and suddenly-you have to take a 
shit? 

Tough shit. 

We are liberating the city, 
turning the streets into our liv- 
ing rooms. We live, work, eat, 
play and sleep together with our 
friends on the streets. Poor is 
our ability to stand on a street 
corner and do nothing. We are 


-creating youth ghettos in every 


city, luring into the streets every- 
one who is bored at home, school, 
or work. And everyone is looking 
for “something to do.”’ 

For us empty pockets means

liberation -- from draft cards, 
checkbooks, credit cards, reg- 
istration papers -- we are close 
to our naked bodies. - 

The hippie area becomes th 
first mass alternative to the 
Amerikan urban prison. Liber- 
ated neighborhoods are a great 
threat to capitalist city life. So 
the forces of Death --the busi- 
ness community, cops and polit- 
icians -- conspire to wipe us out. 
An entire battery of laws -= 
genocidal laws against the young- 
makes social life in the streets 
a crime. 

If you don’t hand a cop doc- 
umentrary proof of who you are, 
you can be arrested. To the state 
empty pockets means vagrancy. 

Watching the world from a 
street corner is loitering. Hitch- 
hiking ıs a crime. It’s against 
the lawto panhandle, to rap toa 
crowd in the streets, to give out 
free food in the streets, to stop 
traffic, Playing a harmonica in 
the streets is illegal in Venice, 
California. 

Two friends of mine were just 
arrested for the high political 
crime of pissing in the street. 
One was put into a mental hos- 
pital. 

‘Underage?’ kids caught onthe 
streets are hauled straight to 
Juvenile Court. 

And when all else fails, they 
establish a curfew, a Nazi law 
designed to prevent us from get- 
ting together. 

These laws are designed to 
strike fear in the youth commun- 
ity. Although they exist on the 
books everywhere, they are en- 
forced only in the ghetto. Cops 
patrol the hippie areas the way 
they patrol black communities, 
the way Amerikan soldiers pat- 
rol Vietnamese villages. Every- 
one is a likely enemy. 

But the main strategy for des- 
troying the free spirit is busi- 
ness. “Psychedelic?” stores 
try to steal the culture by selling 
fake artifacts to an emotion- 
starved Outside World. Camera- 
toting Amerikan tourists come 
through in busses and on foot, 
snapping pictures, laughing, squ- 
ealing, pointing at us. ` . 

The streets turn into a hustle, 
a business section. We never 
know whom to trust. Burn art- 
ists and under cover cops flood 
the place, making it unsafe to 
buy or Sell dope on the street. 

We become an island in a cap- 
italist sea, attacked and infiltrat- 
ed from inside and outside. The 
Death culture tries to destroy 
our Life Force and restructure 
the youth ghetto in its ownimage. 


Crisis brings liberation to a 
city. 

The revolution declares all 
land titles null and void. We are 
urban and rural liberators, seiz- 
ing land for the people. No more 
«I own it‘! People who believe 
they can own natural resources 
industries or land are really 
candidates for mental insitit- 
‘utions. 

We will bring the war to the 
suburbs. The middle class cre- 
ates suburbs as asanctuary from 
the fire of the city. Children 
raised in the suburbs are treat- 
ed as mentally and physically re- 
tarted.

Over half the world’s popu- 
lation is solely dependent on rice 
as a major part of their diet. 
Americans eat five pounds per 
capita, annually. Rice is a basic 
food grain which canbe combined 
for a good meal with many other 
things. It is inexpensive and will 
fill you up. But, are you eating 
the best rice you can? 


There are two kinds of rice: 
milled (white) rice, and rough 
(brown) rice that has only had 
the inedible husk removed. Milled 
rice is easy to cook as it only 
takes about 10 minutes while 
brown rice takes 45 minutes 
to cook. Then why bother with 
brown rice? Well, unfortunately, 
over 50% of the minerals and

85% of the vitamin thiamine are 
removed in the milling process. 

The importance of vitamins 
in the diet was first hinted at 
when a Dutch neurologist and bace 
teriologist were studying the 
disease beri-beri. They thought 
the disease was caused by bact- 
eria. Their assistant did an ex- 
periment on chickens which sho- 
wed that bacteriawasn’the cause. 
He then examined the chickens? 
diet. When they were healthy they_ 
had been eating whole rice; when 
their diet was changed to polish- 
ed rice(milled rice) they became 
diseased. Something necessary to 
their health was missing from 
the polished rice. That something 
was vitamins. 


Vitamins are very important to 
the body in the way they function 
with enzymes. Enzymes are sub- 
stances which cause chemical re- 
actions such as break down of 
food in the stomach and intest- 
inal tract. Many ‘enzymes: re- 
quire vitamins to function pro- 
perly, such as enzymes“ which 
require thiamine to break foods 
high in carbohydrates. Bread, 
potatoes, cake, candy, are car- 
bohydrate foods which are alarge 
part of the American diet. Since 
thiamine is needed to help break 
them down, it is very important. 
The lack of thiamine prevents 
full utilization of the foods we do 
eat, and also can cause general 
weakness, diarrhea, and spinal 
troubles in older people. Since 
there is more thiamine in brown 
rice that white, it’s time to start 
eating healthy brown rice! 


- Brown rice has more of the 
vitamin niacin and more minerals 
than white rice. Niacin deficiency 
causes a disease called pellagra 
which has been seen in prison

“Your footlocker is a per- | 


sonal area’ the size of a cigar 
box,” says an Airman. ‘‘That?’s 
all the personal property you’re 
allowed-you can keep five letters 
that you’ve been sent a week-if 
you get more you have to throw 
them out. All the rest of your 
footlocker is designated space-- 


- socks here, shorts here,etc. In 


the center are your stripes, in 
a certain position, held together 
with a rubber band. When train- 
ing is over you will have the 
‘honor? of wearing them. This is 
just to give you something to` 
look forward to, You are told 
how to foldyourthings.

“For the Angolan people, the 
fourth of February represents the 
date on which our people put an 
end to the pain they had silently 

_ suffered for five centuries, 
breaking all the threads which 
seemed to link them to the 
Portugese colonialists.’’ 

On the fourth of February, 
1961, hundreds of patriots, led 
by the Movement for the Libera- 
tion of Angola (MPLA) fighters, 
seized arms from police stations 
and night patrol jeeps, and with 
these attacked the prisons of 
Luanda, the capital of our country 
for the purpose of freeing MPLA 
leaders and other nationalists 
who were detained. 

“The colonialists took brutal 
revenge; and on the 5th of Feb- 
ruary, 3,000 Angolan patriots 
were massacred in the city of 
Luanda.”” 

In the years that have passed 
since then, fighting in Portugal’s 
Angolan colony has become in- 
creasingly organized and wide- 
spread. Angolan liberation fight- 
ers have won control over one- 
third of the country and have 
spread the battle into ten of 
Angola’s fifteen districts. In 
1968, MPLA moved its head- 
quarters from Congo Brazzaville 
to inside the liberated territory 
of Angola. 

The war goes on, And as it goes, 
February 4th looks like a bigger 
milestone each time it rolls past.

“The way they totally degrade 
you--treat you like dirt and make 
you kiss the DPs ass--it builds 
up a tremendous hate that just 
builds and builds up inside you 
because you can’t let it out.” 
Steve Boyd explains. “I guess 
they figure if they can build up 
enough hate in you, you?ll fall 
right into their stuff.’?

DRILL INSTRUCTOR: You people 
are out here for your third phase 
of bayonet training. Now remem- 
ber one thing: on the bayonet 
course we oaly teach the art of 
killing, and that’s all. 

That’s what I like to see--a 
little man get out here and do 
something.

It’s not how big you are, it’s how 
good and aggressive you are. 
Make some noise and swing that 
blade--realize you want to cut 
somebody’s head right off his 
shoulders.

“At first you don’t actually re- 
alize the hate coming out in you, 
says Steve. “‘You notice it when 
you go home on your first leave. 
Your whole philosophy becomes 
ʻI don’t give a fuck.’ You’re 
quicker than you ever were to 
have spurts of violence and get 
into fights. “Then when you go 
back to the Army, it’s like sink- 
ing deeper and deeper into de- 
pression every mile you get 
closer to base. A‘4l the things 
you started to gain back in two 
weeks--your personal insights, 
your feelings, everything youre- 
late with on the outside--you feel 
it slowly slipping away from you. 
That?s why guys hang on to little 
symbols, like beads and stuff-- 
it?s a way to relate yourself to 
your feelings--because all you 
believe in is becomming buried 
inside you. 

“Then they take all this fear 
and hate and relate it to Viet- 
Nam. The DIs tell you horror 
stories: ‘Over in Nam, if you 
don’t get Charlie before he gets 
you, he’ll cut your nuts off. We 
used to take the gooks up inheli- 
copters to question them. If they 
answered, we’d push them out 
anyway,’ and another time, he told 
us about ‘my buddy who flipped 
out and blew away some gook 
women and babies--he really did 
them a job--outasight!!? And you’ 
re in such a state of mind--you’re 
not human anymore--they strip 
you of all personal feelings-- 
you’re in such a trance or fucked 
up condition you laugh right along 
with him --you don’t actually see 
what he’s saying and think about 


it. + 
“I begin to realize now, the DI?s 
life is totally miserable too. A

man wouldn’t choose a job like 
that--it?s mostly guys with no 
education--people who this soc- 
iety doesn’t offer any decent al- 
ternative. It?s about the only thing 
some of these guys could do to 
gain the “respect? of their soc- 
iety. Society twists them up, and 
then they let all their problems 
out on you. Like eight weeks 
into my training my Drill Ser- 
geant cracked up completely. He 
beat up his wife--put her in the 
hospital--and psyched out. They 
put him in the hospital and we 
got a new one. 


“I got sucked in--I was one of 
their puppets,’’ says Dave Rossi. 
Rossi is a Military Police Ser- 
geant F-5, a big clean cut guy, 
a Viet Nam veteran, and, until 
he started speaking out against 
stockade atrocities, a stockade 
guard both in Nam and inthe U.S. 

“I was a tower guard. Would 
I have shot a prisoner trying to 
escape??? (he thinks a minute). 
“Yeah, sure--it was my job. I 
wasn’t about to question my job 
then.?? 

“How do you get into that men- 
tality? They take EVERTHING 
away from you. They shave your 
head, strip you of all identity, 
take away your clothes, you’re 
naked and scared in a totally 
new environment. Every hour 
they hit you with something new. 
All you ever get called is shit- 
head, or faggot, or girl--they de- 
grade you so much that you need 
to do something to prove your- 
self--to gain some self-respect. 
Going good at their thing is the 
only way you can distinguish your- 
self. 

““They-told me if I did this 
stuff I was a MAN. AndIbelieved 
them.” 

“T- especially’ remember “one 
prisoner. He was a Mexican‘im- 
migrant. A grape picker from 
Michigan--hardly spoke any Eng- 
lish. They kept him in seg (sol- 
itary confinement) for 82 days 
on nothing but rabbit food, He 
got kind of crazy. He tore his 
blanket in half one night. So they 
gave him only half a blanket. He 


tore that up, so they tookitaway, 
and took away his clothes too. 

“He got a hold of a razor 
blade one day and cut off all his 


hair--I don’t know why. He’d how! 


all night. The guards used to 
put the hose on him and beat him 
til he shut up. One day he tried 
to burn all his hair off. He really 
burned himself pretty bad. Irem- 
ember I sprayed him with the 
hose. But it wasn’t like to help 
him--it was like for a joke-- 
‘Hah hah, you’re on fire, hah hah 
now you?re wet.’ 

“It was pretty lousy, Iguess.°? 

“Then I volunteered for Nam- 

I wanted a change of scene. I 
guess: I thought it would be ex- 
citing or something, 

“The first thing I noticed over 
there was the corruption, All the 
U.S. officers getting rich on the 


black markei--and the way the 
South Vietnamese national and 
military police were just abunch 
of goons, beating the shit out 
of their own people--these were 
people we were suppposed to be 
defending. 

“But I still kept saying, ‘It?s 
O.K., it?s O.K., they can do it?-- 
only after a while it’s not O.K. 
anymore. 

“One thing that helped was good 
ole marijuana, The first time I - 
smoked it was in Nam. I couldnt 
understand why it was illegal-- 
this wasn’t anything wrong. Grass 
helped me become aware of things 
I had pushed aside. Grass helps 
you realize what’s important and 
what’s not. It lets you pull your- 
self out of a situation and look 
down at it and say, ‘What is this 
shit.? And then you come down 
again and you object. 

“I think it would have happened 
anyway, but it helped me see 
us being in Nam for what it was-- 
nothing but a money-making 
motherfucker. 

“I shot at people--I can’t tell 
if I actually killed any, but I was 
trying. 

‘Could I have done what the 
guys at Songmy did?’ (He gets 
very serious, thinks a minute.) 
(Dig what that is in the poster -ed)

if no one else is aboard. As soon 
as there’s a breakdown, people 
start talking to strangers. During 
snowstorms New York is a play- 
ground. an amusement nark.

‘under arrest for disturbing the 
peace and obstructing an officer. 
So they took me down to the 
Loves Park station house and 
interrogated me inthe City Coun- 
cil meeting room, which I thought 
was fitting. 


When they saw the DREAD- 
NAUGHT, they charged me with 
obscenity. Just like knowing my 
rights is disorderly and obstruct- 
ive, a paper not under their con- 
trol is obscene.
